The goal of »40,000 for the con- j 
eduction of the relief road Into the 
municipal paring lot was announced 
a t a meeting on April 14, at the * 
Keystone Hotel, under the auspices 
of both the Chamber of Commerce j 
and the businessmen's association. 
At that time It was stated that the 
traffic and parking conditions in 
Bristol have become a problem so 
acute that the future of the bust- j 
ness center is at stake. Fifty bust-! 
ness and professional men of the 
area attended the April 14 meeting 
and pledged themselves to raise the ; 
needed funds. 
In a statem ent of the Improve­ 
ment Committee released today by 
Charles Rlchman. chairm an: 
“The fund drive with the an­ 
nounced goal of |40,000 has already j 
reached a total of nearly $15,000 
from a minority of business houses 
on Mill street. Many more are to 
be heard from. But there Is no ques­ 
tion that the goal will soon he 
reached. 
“There la no definite date set for 
the completion of the fund drive 
but whatever m utt be done must 
be done quickly. The entrain e-way 
m utt be completed by the coming 
fall season In order to accomodate 
the Influx of traffic brought on by 
the influx of new comers into the 
area who found Mill Street to be 
their most popular shopping area. 
“The m erchants of Mill atreet 
feel that regardless of proposed 
new shopping centers to w* built 
near oar area we will always main­ 
tain a position of prominence. This 
la because of the fact that a planned 
shopping center cannot offer all the 
advantages of an ‘aged-ln-the-wood’ 
business district. A careful study 
has shown that a planned shopping 
center usually accomodates appro­ 
ximately 50 percent of the busi­ 
nesses necessary. 
“Planned shopping centers do not 
have everything necesttfiry to the 
shopping public. But in Mill street 
we have everything that is neces­ 
sary in the way qf businesses and 
professional offices to accomodate 
the people IOO per-cent.
